Dbatu oe Frasi i3 M. Athinssn — Captain 
Atkinson, the Superintendent of the Washington 
Fire Company, was seriously itjured about a 
week ago, l>y the overturning tf a steam engine 
while rui.ning to a tire, near tho corner of Eighth 
street and Broadway. It was lirp»d at the time 
that his injuries would not prove fatal, hut he de 
parted this life at an early hour yesterday, af- 
ter enduring a secs-r. of the most intense Suffer 
ing. In Captain Atkinson's death tho Fire He 
par.tment has lost qne of its most active and 
efficient members. The deceased wan universally 
respected, and his loss will be deeply mourned. 

A PartoLKK Prisoner Returned.— Mr. Isaac 
Coffey, of (Jreen cuunty, who is a member of Col. 
Bramletle's regiment, and was taken prisoner 08 
the 13th December last, near the Sulphur Well, 
on the line of Metcalfe county, was paroled at 
Salisbury, North Carolina, on tho 22J ult. and 
reached our city this morning. He w»s taken by 
Captain Walker, of the Texts rangors, and sent 
to Nashville with Colonel Frame and Willie 
Thompson, of Green count v, whera they were 
lodged in jail. He was subsequently removed to 
Salisbury, where there were 207 in one room of a 
factory. When paroled Mr. Coffey was sent to 
General Bnrnaide and transported to New York. 
He was indebted to the New Kngland Relief So- 
ciety in that city for the kindest attention, and 
at Dunkirk was most liberally provided for by the 
citizens. 

Mr. Coffey left at Salisbury a number of citi- 
zens of Kentucky, who bad been arrested by the 
rebels as Home Guards. Among them were Mr. 
Morgan of Hardin county, Wm. Thompson of 
<ireen, Jonathan Williams, ex-Sheriff of Kusseb 
connty, and his son-in-law, B. McFalls, three 
bsothers Dickson of Russell connty, Joe Burrell of 
Metcalfe, Mr.Sbxkton of Clinton, and Mr. Buchan- 
an of Pulaski. They were all well, though they 
had suffered many discomforts from want of ex- 
ercise and confined apartments. 

Missouri Finances. — It appears by the Audi- 
tor s Report, submitted to the State Convention 
on Monday, that the whole amount of Defence 
Warrants issnid for the payment of the Missouri 
Militia is $720,000. In all the counties, where 
the revenue has been collected, these Warrants 
have been paid to Sheriffs for taxes. For the pur 
pose of appreciating them to par, the Audit. «.- rec 
ommends that tbey be made receivable, also, for 
the taxes of 1863, and receivable from late Col- 
lectors who are in default for the taxi of 1860. 
The Auditor reports that out ot the 114 counties 
in the State, only 41 have receipted for tho tax 
books of 1861; and the taxes collected la theso 
counties are only $253,386. To this mu9l be add- 
ed Dram Shop Licenses ($23,294) collected in St. 
Louis county; anl Insurance Agency Licenses 
($2,744) collected in the same connty— making a 
total of receipts into the State Treasury of $279,- 
42S. Of this sum St. I.ouis county alone paid 
$221,431, while the remaining counties paid only 
$47,994. Tho amount of Defence Warrants paid 
into the Treasury for taxes is $94,265. On the 
subject of the debt tf the State the Htport is si- 
lent. 

Odd Fellowship in Indiana —There are two 
hnndrcd and one effective Is djres and sixty T.a 
campments in the State, the f .rmer comprising a 
membership of 8,328, and the latter 1,675. The 
11 W. Grand Socretary gives the following sum- 
mary of the work of the Lodges for Ihe six months 
ending December last 

Relief to the amount of $6,162 27 has been ex 
tended to four hundred and lifty-tlve of our house-' 
hold in this Statu alone in the last six months. 
Thirty-nine widowed families have been aided to 
the extent of $567 99. Notwithstanding tuition 
in most of t he schools was free during the term, 
$437 33 were expended for the education of or- 
phans. Forty -five brothers have been numbered 
with the dead, and $1,447 75 appropriated for 
their burial, besides $1,236 68 having been ex- 
pended for other profitable purposes. Making the 
whole amount expended for relief and charily in 
the last term $9,852 02. The resources of the 
Lodges in the State alone are $234,665 66. The 
orphan fund is $86,003 54. The R. W. Grand 
Scribe in his report to thii Gtaad Kccimpment, 
placed the resources of that branch of the O.-der 
at $14,350 83. 



British Neutrality.— Our Union successes 
have not stopped the rebel agents in Kngland 
from their work of fitting out steamers laden 
with valuable cargoes to run the blockade. By 
private advices the New York World learns thnt 
on the 15th May, the steamer Julia Usher, at 
Liverpool, took on twenty field piece3 and car- 
riages, and was to sail on the 20:h nit., with a 
cargo of watlike material, for some Southern 
port. The steamer Memphis, which tailed on the 
1 lib ult. from the same port, also had on board a 
valuable contraband cargo. Three other steam- 
ers, the names of which have not been furnist.el, 
are also loading for the same errand. A gunboat 
was launched at La yard a dock yard in Liverpool, 
on the 15th nit , understood to bs for ths service 
of the Confederates. The World gives I heso facts 
for the information of the Navy Department, so 
that our bkekading fleet may keep a bright look 
out for these contraband vessels.

CARNIVAL WEEK IN RUSSIA -SSUGIOUS CER- 
EMONIES PRECEDING EASTER—" WASHING 
THE FEET" AND TBS " ASCENSION - ' -THE 
KISSING WEEK. 

St. Petersburg, Ru=hia, April 27. 
Carnival W6ek, which preiedos Lent, is observed 
here with great gayety and festivity. Bosides 
operas, ballets, balls, concerts, and such like, Hie 
most characteristic amusements are on the great 
plain opposite the Admiralty and Winter Palace 
Numbers of houses, quite substantial, are put up 
temporarily, and in thorn "shows" of vaiiou* 
kinds ; humbugs, of course, but pleasing to the 
misses, judging from the groat number that 
hourly enter them. 

When the play or panorama, or whatover else 
it is, commences, the doors aro closed, and no one 
allowed to onter. When the piece is finished— 
which in the best ones seldom requires half an 
hour — the doors are opened for another audience, 
ard the same piece repeated. 

They mver hive to wait for audiences, for 
while one piecj is beijg perfjrmed a seond 
crowd have pri cared tickets, and are wailing at 
the door ready to rush in immediately they am 
opened. 

A number of little sleighs were made to elide 
around a common centre, the revolving p)le be- 
icg moved by horse power ; old fashioned box 
swings and boats, moved In a circle on the prin- 
ciple of a horse mill — only difference that these 
wereworked by human hands— were but a few of 
the amusements that were intended for children 
but were liberally patronized by both men and 
women. 

For a bystander, the most amusing of all was 
the ice hills. A frame work is built, planked up 
on either side to prevent felling off, and inclined 
to a house the door of which is about thirty feet 
high. This frame work, ten feet broad, is cov- 
ered with ice a foot or more thick, as is also the 
ground for a distance of two hundred yards. 

The momontum gained by descending the in- 
clined pUne is mfliciont to carry Ihe sled with 
greit rapidity to the end of the elide. At the etid 
is another hill, and a elide parallel with the oue 
just passed over. Steps at the rear of the house 
lead to the top of the hill, or starling point. Y'ou 
slide to one end, ascend the stairs (the sleds are 
carried up by men employed for the purpose), and 
elide back again. Ss it is one continual slide, no 
Walking whatever, except up the steps. Tis fine 
fun, but requires a great deal of skill to carry a 
sled safely through. 

Of the number of people who daily assemble on 
the plain to witness thiss sights, a person wLo 
has been to St. Petersburg only can C onceive. 
Every grade of people mingle together and pro- 
cess! >ns of sleighs and carriages, four abreast, and 
a mile In length, move through the throng. 

After this week the long fast sets in, and lis 
said that some of the more devout Russians ob- 
serve it so strictly that tbey starve themselves to 
death. 

Easter Sunday Is on April 20th, N. S. On 
Thursday prior to this, I went to St. Isak a church 
to see the seligious ceremony of "washing the 
feet ' The service was very long, and, so far 
as understanding is concerned, was all Hebrew to 
me. It was in course of timo concluded, however, 
and the Metropolitan with his twelve "Apestles 
(prieuts) were conducted to a platform raised in 
tho centre of the church. The priests, dressed in 
more gorgeous robes than ever the Apostles were, 
trxk seats opposite one another and six on a side. 
The Metropolitan tied a long towel arout d his 
waist, poured some water from a gold pitcher into 
a large gold basin, and prepared to go at his wot k. 
Each of the "Apostles" elipred off one shre ar.d 
sock, and the Metropolitan rprinkled a little water 
on the foot, wiped it, and then kissed ill The 
priest wouid then kiss tho Metropolitan's hand 
and cross. I was so wearied from standing so 
long — no one ever sits in a Greek church — that I 
did not remain to witness the ceremony further. 

April 19th, an hour before midnight, I again 
went to the tame church to witness the coremony 
incident npon the ascension of Christ. 

Before entering the church 1 bought a wax ta- 
per to burn during Ihe ceremony. Hiving been 
fortunate enough to previously procures ticket 
for a reserved place within the enclosure next to 
the altar, I was spared the danger of being 
crushed by the immense throng without the pal- 
ing, who waved from side to side with the uni- 
formity of a single person. 

Old and young, high and low, of both sexes, 
were crowded promiscuously together, anxiously 
awaiting the opening services. 

Six chandeliers, each containing two hundred 
and fifty candles, with an inflammable string tied 
round their wicks, hung from the ceiling ready 
to b> lighted at the appointed time. 

Hundreds, I may say of smaller lights con- 
stantly burned in front of the many sacred pic- 
tures. ' 

A sarcophagus— with a full painting of the 
Savior on its lid— stood on a raised platform in 
the centre of the church. Steps led up from every 
side, and numbers were constantly going up and 
kif sing the h tnds and feet of the image. 

A broad carpet was spread from ths platform 
to the altar. M hen Ihe large brazen doors back 
of the altar were thrown open there could be seen 
an exact model of St. lsak s church — the Holy 
Temple — garnished with gold and encased in 
glass. On either side of the doors above men- 
tioned was a demi pillar of lapis lazuli, fifieen 
feet high and one and a half in diameter. On 
either side of these were two of malachite, mosaic 
of course, twenty-live fe..t high and four in di- 
ameter. But 'tis folly in one to attempt any 
recital of tho costly features of this magnificent 
church, so I will return to the subject in hand. 
At 11 }ej o'clock the choir, consisting of forty or 
fifty little boys and men, pealed forth a most 
beautiful strain of mosic, and a dozen or more 
priests, bearing torches and banners, solemnly 
marched up to the sarcophagus. Six of the most 
stalwart raised Ihe covering and placing it on 
their shouldeis retired behind the altar. A pro- 
cession was now f irmed with the choir in front, 
the stalwart priests with the sarcophagus cover- 
ng on their shoulders next, and the rear brought 
up by a large number of priests bearing torches 
and religious standards. In this manner they 
marched out the east door and walking entirely 
around the church returned through the same 
door and again retired l.jhind tb > altar. 

All the chandeliers were now simultaneously 
lighted, and every one who had all along so pa- 
tiently held a wax taper, lighted it also. After 
considerable other ceremony, the Metropolitan 
stepped in front of the altar, and, waving a conser 
in hia hand, announced to the multitude that 
"Kristoie voss kreet." Christ has aiisen. He 
then came down and walked through the crowd, 
waving the censer, and crying "Ktistoss voss 
krest." The people would answer, "Vo iateno 
voss krest." He indeed has arisen. 

This closed the ceremony, but under the im- 
mense porches were spread any quantity of pro- 
visions, ofevtry kind, to be blessed by the Metro- 
politan. When this was concluded the vast mul- 
titude returned to their houses to "eat, drink, 
and be merry." 

A friend said to me "you will see more funerals 
thie week than any month previous the long 
fast being now over these penple will er.t so mnch 
tint they will actually kill themsslves He has 
resided here fnr a number of years, and talked as 
if he knew their habits. 

The f. Homing week if possible witnessed oven 
greater festivities than carnival week. Tbo tern 
p .rary bouses for operas, &: , were again built 
up in the Admiralty place, and, with the excep- 
tion of the icj hill, everything went on tho same 
as his weeks before. 

This is the great kissing season. When two 
friends meet, the one says, "Kristoss voss krest ' 
the other, "Vo isteno voss krest. " They then 
approach and kiss ona another on the right cheek, 
then on the left, and lastly on the lips. No Rue> 

sian, of however high grade, male or female, can 

refuse to be kissed when addressed as abovo 

stated. 



Intkki epted Rkhki. Letters. — A package 
of letters was received in Philadelphia, on Mon- 
day, by the family of a United States official now 
in New Orleans. The epistles were taken from 
the mail bags and boxes in tbo New Orleana Post 
office, by tho mob which roamed through the city 
immofiistely after its capturo, and ultimately fell 
into the hands of cor bfilcsrs. The following ex- 
tracts from the Philadelphia Bulletin develope 
many scenes of life in the army anl in the cities 
and plantations of the South: 

strength of the rebels at yorktowh. 
I Extract Irani letter, dated Richmond (Room No. 212, 
Exchange Hotel), April 13th.] 

"Mrs. Koary hai just rolnrned from President 
Davis's house.' She says that the Yankees are 
two hundred thousand strong under General 
McClellan, and that we aro fifty-five thousand 
strong, under General Jos. K. Johnston. Our 
men have fen-ful edds to contend with, but are in 
good spirits. The people in Richmond ere mighti- 
ly t cared. A great many ladies who you know 
are leaving. 1' we are whipped at Yorktow:', 
they can easily come to Richmond in a few hours. 
Generals Lee and Cooper have sent their wives 
South." 

VAN DORN AND THE REBEI.S AT MEMPHIS. 

[Extract from letter dated Memphis April SO, 1862.) 

* * * * All of our horses have been 
taken from a? : I could not help crj ing as I parted 
with mine. We are now stationed about a mile 
and a half from Memphis, and are nndoubtedly 
pressed into the service lor iwo years longer. You 
never saw so many down- hearted eoldiers in your 
life. They took our horses without our having 
any say in (be matter. The supposition is that 
we are under Gen. Pries. We have been under 
that infernal Van Dorn l ing enough. He has an 
awful name hers. All the Tex in troops havo. on 
contrated here, and soldiers are as thick us black- 
berries. They have enough commissary stores 
at Memphis for one hundred thou and men. 

SOME OF THE ItKBEL TROOI'S NEAR RICHMOND 

[Extract from a tetter dated "Afhland," i5 milia from 
Kichmoud, April 19.] 

* * * * We are encamped hore without 
touts, which will not be hore for two weeks. Co! 
Archer is in command. ***** Every 
thing is as bad as it can be, but we endure It with 
Job-like patience. You cm form an idea of the 
troops here when I say that twenty-thrio rrgi 
ments of infantry aro in camp. "I'heTixts 
Brigade" has the advantage in numhira. The 
5ib Tevos, to which 1 am attached, is, of course, 
the best, We are expecting the airival of re- 
cruits. 

THE COST OF PROVISIONS IN ALABAMA. 
[Extract from Letter dated IfUltowD, Ala., April 10, '82 1 

* * * The times are the hardest here that 1 
have ever seen. Bacon Is worth fifty cents p r 
pound; syrup $1 59 per gallon; salt $30 per sack; 
flour $10 per barrel; corn $1 25 per bu-he'; and 
everything else in proportion. All the servicea- 
ble men have gone to the war. 

IINIONISTB IN BEI.I. COUNTY, TENN. 

I Extract from Letter dated Memphis, April 22. ] 

* * * There are some men in Hell county 
not one bit better than Ihe fiends that we are now 
fighting. They have not showed any respect for 
the Confederate Government. If I was back there 
now I would give them a lessor; particularly a 
cotton planter who lives down the river. We are 
fighting for our rights, and they are holding back 
to enjoy them. The days are long and we irisome, 
and we have a hard road to travel. 

FROM THE WILDS OF TKXA9. 

The next letter is from the wilds of Texas, 
evidently written to a husband iu the army. It 
encloses two specimens of rough home-made ma- 
terial for c'othing, fiom which the soldier is re- 
quested lo make hi9 choice, in order that the ouit 
may be sent. The epistle is datel Cold Spring, 
April 12th. 

* * • * "Wo have killed six bears fines 
we came here. I go ten miles to church every 
week. I am dissatisfied — dissatisfied — dissatisfied, 
ah ma ! " 

THE FOOD OF THE SOUTHERN ARMT. 

[Extract from a Letter dated Columbus, Ga., April 16 ' 
' * * * I have been very sick. I 
think our diet was too much of new poik. The 
Government is feeding away the joints, and sav- 
"ng the sides, as the*/ will ke.p belter daring the 
warm weather. We have, however, bad abun- 
dance of line beans, some coffee, some sugar, 
plenty cf flour, and occasionally peas, cabbage, 
salt in small quantities, and now and I hen rice, 
soap, and t illnw cendlaa. The army is poorly 
supplied with soger and moiassos, on account of 
the be ivy transportation. ^

The letter above quoted also says : Our retreat 
southward to Orange Court Hi. ice was ii grand 
military move, and accomplished almt s*. as much 
as an ordinary victory, beciuse it disconcerted all 
the plans of McClellan. The main object of his 
spring and rummer campaign was to have turned 
the life of our line at Centreville. His intention 
was to send Banks's column down the Valley of 
the Shenandoah, 50,000 strong, cross (be Blue 
Ridge at. Warrenton or some point went of our 
line, and take us in the rear, while he attacked 
us in front with the main body of hie army. 
This was to have been done about Ihe same lime 
tho attack w4s made on Fort Doneleon. Jos. K 
Johnston was up to McClellan, and outwitted him 
so entirely that hinuelf hi gin a retreat, and with- 
drew nis army beyond the Pots mac. We «ro* 
stronger day by day, and our r, . <,r ■.. . but unite 
us the more. 

THE DSAD OF CXORIJOTTH. 

[Extract from a Letter dated Taoelpxbo, La , April 13.] 
' * * * If the war continues (and it will 
for years), it seems as if it would be almost im- 
possible for us to live; some will die of starvation, 
some cf grief, and soineof eickness. I am going 
oat to-morrow to beg butter, eggs, or knick- 
knacks of any kind, to bam! to the sick soldiers at 
Corinth. So many of our acquaintances have 
bean lost at Shiloh* The bodies have been brought 
borne and buried at their old*hom<s * * * I 
am listening, as I write, to the cannon upon the 
Mississippi. For two days and nights they have 
rung through the air. BER TH A. 

THE WOMEN OF THE SOUTH. 

'1 hrongh all the female letters (and there aro 
many) no evidence is apparent of the bitter and 
revengeful feelings so often attributed to the sex 
in the South. This is probably owing to the fact 
that Ihe eplstlos are generally frirm persons of in- 
telligence, and in the better walks of life. Jenns 
Flana, from a French Colloge in Louisiana, writes 
cheeringly to a relative — regrets tho war, and 
prays that the God of battles will preserve her 
ffiend. A mother at Centreville. Ga., begs her 
widowed daughter to come and live with her, and 
offers to send a hundred dollars lo psv expenses. 

Bella, in four pages, tells a sad story of domes- 
tic troubles, and says: — "Mother cannot eland it. 
If the South gains h >i independence, she can do it 
as well without you and Walter as with you. 
Come home." "K," a sister at Belmont, Ala , 
says try to get furloughs and come home. This 
letter developes a curious mode of smuggling whis- 
ky to relatives in the army, viz: by sealing it up 
in a tin can, in a keg of molasses. The writer 
confesses to her brother, that his "company is so 
small that the enemy will surely take all prison- 
ers." This company garrisoned Fort Jackson, and 
was known as St. Mary's cannoniere. 

THE DIM STAR OF KENTUCKY. 

Annie G , from Prairie Home, in Kentucky, 
sayv "War has pervaded every hamlet and mis- 
ery has stalked in its wake, i have ever 
thought that brave and patriotic breasts and 
strong arms would rear from out the ruins of a 
political fabric one more glorious than Heaven's 
sun has yet shone upon, and that, when revolu- 
tion a cbaotjc cloud should unmask it to the 
world, its brightest jewel would be the ffar of 
Kentucky.

THE REBEL ATTACK ON SICKLES. 

[Xxtract f.om a letter dated Hanover county, 20 miles 
from Richmond, April 12, 1862.] 

* * * We have been marching constantly 
t «r six weeks. We have had a chase after Gen. 
Sickles s brigade of Federals. He crossed the Po- 
tomac about fifteen miles above Fredericksburg. 
When we were informed of it, we immediately 
started to meet him, but hearing that we were 
coming, he thought prudence the better part of 
valor, and immediately rccrossed the river, leav- 
ing a great many horses, wagons, and accoutre- 
ments, which we immediately look possession of.

The Metket-Huuis* wjs densely crowded, some 
time before tho hour cf speaking, by psopl* from 
the country principally, who all seemed to mani- 
fest the greatest eagerness to listen lo the discus- 
sion ( f the great and all absorbing issue of the 
dav. Ex-Governor Brown being present, a large 
number of bis old friends expressed a desire to 
hear bie views on the state of public affairs and 
the duty of Tennessee in the crisis. He complied 
in an address of some thirty mir.u'es. 

UOVERSiOK BHOWS'a BI'EECII.

He declared that he was not, never had been, 
and never could be a secessionist. He had devo 
ted the ptime of his manhood to tha service of tho 
Union, and could never cease to love it. But last 
spring, against my earnest counsels and my de- 
liberate judgment, repeatedly expressed in pub- 
lic, the queili'in of disnniou was raised and sup - 
ported by Influonliil leaders and ft powerful and 
active ps-rtv. Tbo people seemed hurried off bv 
frerzv. When he eaw the avalanche descend- 
ing upon us, irresistible as that which breaks 
its" icy Clblf and glides on its miseion of ruin 
fron an alpine summit, when he saw that he 
could no 1 mger struggle to any purpose against 
the tremendjus storm, he determined, come weal, 
come woe, ho w. aid stand by T. nne<see. His op- 
position would have beeu usclsss any longer, 
it woull have ended in street broils and fatal 
altercation?. He foli ths State was gone for the 
present. Ol I friend-., once bis ardent supporters, 
cursed him as a Black Republican, a Ltncolnitc, 
an Aboli'im.ist. His mind was tortured. At 
tirr.ei he felt as though he would like to tf the 
country and leave a ecene of horror and misery 
for wlich he li d no arpuite. But be felt that 
this would be unmanly, end that he w .uld stay 
and use bis influence to model ite ths fury of 
others, ai.d protect his old friendi. His prayer, 
like that of ftl'Gregor, was that the heather on 
which he trod alone might bloom over him dead. 
He did what he felt was his duty, but he felt 
disconsolate, heart-broken, unhappy. He would 
rath«r die than lead a life made of such 
dark ard dreary and bitter years as the one 
through which he had just passed. He had soen 
feooa men, the hope and flower of the State, dis- 
c. mtittd, wai. daring hither and thither, tc ittend 
now froiu the prisons along the NorLbern lakes to 
the tf arsbes and canobrakos in the interior of 
Mi-sit s.ppi. He would uot go iuto a discussion of 
this cimroversy or its csnses. Whether the 
North was right* or the Scuth, or whether both 
wen wrong, it was not bis purpose t.o argue. He 
wished o ily lo Bay that in his deliberate and set- 
tled jodgment, taking all the facts as they now 
present themselves iuto consideration, he was 
bOQOd to declare that litis rebellion was played 
out— it teas an utter failure. He hod ties the 
deareut in nature to the Southern side. His 
only brother was a prisonei, and his two 
sods were in the Southern army, and to- 
day he would give his right arm to bring 
them back. He uever asked them to go there. 
They went against his judgment. It was his 
solemn duty to tell his tola friends that the Con- 
federate cause was ruined and hopelessly lost. He 
nover bad heer|a de.ponding man, but for months 
he had felt no faith in the^ebellion. He had not 
scuif I od to say so to all his friends. The longer 
it lasts, the worse it will be for the South, tie 
had the sat Ufaction of knowing that ho never asked 
a men to vote the secession ticket. All he did say 
was that if Tennessee voted herself cut of the 
Union she could take him with her, but she could 
not make him vote for secession. But leaving 
this he would address tho very fiercest and 
most rabid secessionist alive — he woull suppose 
what was not so, that the en wd before him 
were such tierce Are-eaters that they literally ate 
and epaikled tiro — and then he would at-k them, 
as meo ( f sense, if tbey were not compelled to re- 
linquish all b< p< of resisting the Federal Govern- 
ment successful!} ? Let us look at these things 
without false pride. Here we have 22,000,000 
of white people against a little over 6,000,000, 
with 4,000,000 of slaves. The 22,000,000 have 
ihe whole power of a long established govern- 
ment the revenues, the navy, tfe military pow- 
er, the markets and commerce tf Ihe world, 
wealth and manuficlures, with an amaziug in- 
crease of active and entorprising population. The 
six millions have no commerce, r.o manufactures, 
no navy, nn immigration, no muuitions of war. 
Here is a simple problem of numerical strength 
The North aud the South are equally brave. 
No Norlhcru man cm whip three Southerners; 
no Southern man cau whip three Northerners. 
All men cf sense know this to be tho fact. Now 
he did not for a long time believe I hat this Irou'de 
would end in war. He thought when Tennessee 
was arming herself that the atorin would blow 
over. He did not even think there would be a 
war afier the battle of Manassas, for he looked on 
that as a bloody fray brought on by accident 
rather than as a pitched battle. It proved noth- 
ing. But he was mistaken. We have war, antl 
how shall we stop its ravages and avert the cer- 
tain ruin it is bringing nn ns. If you would stare 
death in the fac», just look at Ihe matter fairly, 
and seo what hope you have in the adventure. 
Missouri to dry is in the possession of the Federal 
troops. So is a large part of Aikansas. The 
Confederates seizsd the strongholds of K«,ntacky, 
and after having fortified them strongly were 
driven out. Maryland was fully under ihe Fed- 
eral power. A large part of Virginia was under 
the same cjntrol, and the Federal Ir.oi ps were 
still advancing and the Confederates falling back 
towards the South. Even to-day the Union armv 
in force threatens the gates of Richmond. Middle 
Tennesson is in the Union linen, and East and West 
Tennessee will soon he s o. So is a large part of 
North Carolina, Missia i;.pi, and of Florida. The 
Federal 11 ig floats victoriously over the soil of ev- 
ery Southern S a'e. Where ia the Soul lwrn orm, ? 
It was lately at Corinth He had been wailing 
anxiously for that cloud to break; that some 
light mignt shine upon us. He was willing 
to see the Confederates have a fair trial. And 
thoy havo retreated he knew not whither. Now, 
what must we do es Tennesse .-an? 1 She is lost 
to tho Southern Confederacy forever. The Con 
federates cannot reinstate themselves. They 
have got neither men, arms, ammunition, gun- 
boats, nor navy. Some professetl to he humiliated 
at this. Some siy you will rather die than give 
it up. Well, he had scanned this audience care- 
fully, and tbey didn't Icxk much like men who 
thought of dying. They were here enjoying 
themselves, and buying and selling, eating and 
drinking. Yes, and while some of you talk 
Loudly about dying before you will give it up 
and of shedding the last drop of bhood, and 
of perishing in Ihe la.st ditch, ard other des- 
perate aclionB, your own sons and brothers 
are wasting away with the deadly malaria 
of the. Southern swamp;, enduring untold priva 
lions, eating worm eaten biscuit, shedding their 
blood, ai d lillinglunknown graves! If your faith 
and devotion to this rebellion is so strong why are 
you not down there with your suffering kinsmen!' 
If this is a righteous cause, why are you staying 
ingloti msly at home, taking your ease and en 
joying yourselves, while the men you persuaded to 
j iin Ihe army are suffering and perishing by thou • 
sandi? I have no f,iitb in the cause, and there 
fore I am not tberr; but it is grossly inconsistent 
for men who bluster s . loudly to do to littlaas those 
hereabouts do who talk so loudiv and so often 
about "never giving up" and ab..ut "shedding 
their list drip of blood. I have always observed 
in old contests that those who were forever chang- 
ing wero unreliable and did nothing. I want 
i hi; war stopped! Wh03e heart has not dropped 
bl ood who has a son in the Southern arm) ? Ho 
know R. mething of that unspeakable sorrow 
Think of this, you who stav at tome r>nd bluster 
about whipping Yankees and establishing a South- 
ern Confederacy. Let us ste p this wanton, bone- 
less w .1 1 would say this now, even though I 
had been in the habit of eating fird five times u 
day. It is ruining us. The rebels are burning up 
the cotton. Why, in the name of reason, why? 
Don't it impoverish the people and the gov- 
ernment? Don't it kill iheir credit and their 
hank-? Don't it rnin our hopes abroad? 
Then, this conscription law, I will not swal 
low it until I swallow aloas, gall, ar.d worm- 
wood. It is a base fraud up m those brave 
boys who had enlisted for a year, and who 
were picking up their dear mementoes of 
home in their knapsacks when this infamously 
tyrannical law came to arrest them on the eve of 
their departure, and drive them back in violation 
of all feith into Ihe hardships and sufferings of a 
soldier's life. It binds our boys hand and foot 
against their will. It seizts upon the poor sol- 
dier who has teen dreaming fur nights of return- 
ing to his wife and children, and dashes his 
visions of bliss cruelly to the ground. It placed 
the gallant Tennessee volunteer on a level with 
the conscripts of France and Austria. This whole 
policy was unjust and ruinous. Now look at things 
lost as they are, and not as you might wish them. 
If 1 was the rar.ksst secessionist alive, I conl.l 
not resist the conviction that this rebe lion can- 
not be successfully managed with Southern re 
sources. Will you wait until an overwhelming 
force drives you into the ground? Will you 
struggle » gainst hop. ? When one eye is gouged 
cut, and the other is alnut to follow, it is time too 
civ enough! Yon were deceived in Ibis matter, 
and facts show themeelves in a strangely different 
light fr. m that whith colored them a year ago.

Y'ou mav want a Southern Republic. Can you 
get it ? Will any man say so ? If you can't gel 
it, will you gain anything by holding back — your 
men, your money, your property, your peace and 
happisess ? Will you wait until the land is drep 
ed in mourning ?

All the probabilities are 
against her success. Common sense, then, says 
stop it.

Events at and near Corinth. —Undoubt- 
edly a good deal of disappointment was felt by 
many of our friends when they learned that, in 
spite of all the precautions taken by Gen. Hal- 
leck, the rebel army had escaped from Corinth. 
The escape, to bo sure, was regarded as con- 
clusive evidence that tho rebel forces were in 
snch a condition of demoralization that their 
leaders, oven with all the advantages of their 
immense fortifications, did not dare to risk a 
battle, man for man, yet still much regret was 
felt that Gen. Halleck had not been able to 
force either a general engagement or a general 
surrender, thus ending the war in that section 
by a single overwhelming blow. The simple 
evacuation and retreat did not by any moans 
satisfy loyal expectations. 

But better news, inspiriting news, has since 
come from that quarter. Great and important 
suits have been achieved in the pursuit of the 
fleeing forces of the enemy. Gen. Pope, at the 
head of 40,000 men, was in full pursuit at tho 
last dates, reporting already 10,000 prisoners 
and deserters, 15,000 stand of arms, nine loco- 
motives and several trains captured, while 
thousands of the rebels were throwing away 
their weapons, and Beauregard in his despair 
was bidding his men save themselves in what- 
ever way they could. The demoralization was 
complete, and we may expect to hear of tho 
capture of thousands of additional prisoners, 
stands of arms, Ac. , if not the surrender of the 
bulk of the rebel army. At any rate that 
army, wo are confident, will nover be able to 
rally and present a formidable front agaiD. 
Beauregard's day i s past. He has put forth 
all his exertions, and failed wretchedly. For 
him, there is no future. 

It seems to us that the rebellion has in this 
case sustained a blow from which it can no 
more recovor than a man could recover from 
the full stroke of a thunderbolt. 



•JSy The News and Reformer, a violent little 
sheet published at Watertown in New York, 
pays its respects to the Louisville Journal as 
follows: 

Thk "Irrki'rkshiblk Conflict."— The Lou- 
isville Journal, it seems, disapprove* of the ad - 
dress which was adopted by the Republican and 
Union Democratic members of the New York 
Legislature, and which was published in this pa- 
per a few weeks li nee. This is not Strang* The 
Journal, while it has been steadily opposed to 
secession, has bean one of the strongest Bdvucttes 
of Southern institutions and Southern rights in 
all the Southwest. It is as fanatical upon the 
slivery question as the Boston Liberator, the 
only difference between the two pipers being that 
the former is for slavery and the latter against it. 

Of course the Journal holds that people who are 
against slavery, and so avow tuemselveH, are 
"sectional," while those who sustain the institu- 
tion are "national." lhe active "national" men 
aro, therefore, pretty much all found South, and 
we must tabmil to their lead, and allow them to 
control the policy of the country iu order to bo es- 
teemed friends of the Uuion and loyal citizens. 
To be in favor of "Liberty and Union" seems no 
longer pot*ibie. People who are not openly or se- 
cretly in favor of slavery aie "sectional" in their 
views, and no belter than the secessionists. 

This appears to be the position the Journal 
maintains 

It may appear so to eyes colored by aboli- 
tion prejudice, and not very perspicacious at 
best, but to no others. At all events it is not 
tho position the Journal maintains, and, bigot- 
ed and blockish as the Watertown sheet is, we 
can hardly doubt that it knows as much. 

We of course do not hold that peoplo who 
are opposed to slavery are necessarily sec- 
tional. By no manner of means. If we did 
we should hold also that the solid North is sec- 
tional, that, in other words, all national feel- 
ing is extinct in the Northern people, for un- 
questionably they as a body are opposed to 
slavery. But we hold no such position in any 
of its aspects. The position is an absurdity 
both theoretical and practical. 

There are in the North, however, two 
kinds of opposition to slavery, very distinct 
to their character and manifestations. The 
one is purely an opposition of opinion and 
of scntimont, manifesting itself in a quiet 
and most natural preference for the es- 
tablished institutions of the North, but pro- 
posing no interference whatever with the con- 
trary and most natural preference of the peo- 
ple of the South, recognizing, on the other 
hand, the preference of each under the consti- 
tution as sacred from the disturbance of the 
other, and disdaining to attempt by indirect 
means what the constitution prohibits by direct 
ones. The other is an opposition of purpose, 
manifesting itself in the resolution through a 
systematic course of agitation and of adminis- 
tration to modify and control the free 
< boice of the Southern people in respect to 
their domestic affairs, wielding the powers of 
the common government against the rights 
and interests of a part, in defiance alike of the 
letter and of the spirit of the constitution. The 
one is a thoroughly constitutional opposition, 
entirely consistent with the peace and perpe- 
tuity of the Union; the other is an unconsti- 
tutional opposition, inconsistent with the peace 
and perpetuity of the Union. 

Now, the peoplo of the North who join in 
the latter kind of opposition to slavery 
we call sectional; those who share only 
in the former we hail as national. 
The sole basis of the Albany Union party, 
which finds such favor with our seven- 
hy-nine contemporary of Watertown, is the 
latter kind of opposition to slavery. We ac- 
cordingly denounce the movement as sectional. 
It is sectional, exclusively sectional, maliciously 
sectional, destructively sectional. Its rank sec- 
tionalism will tufppily prove its own destruction. 
The national people of the North, who consti- 
tute the vast majority, will rise in their majesty 
and crush out the pestilent movement. They 
must do so, and they will. They are re- 
solved to do it. We invoke them to enter 
upon the work. A more imperative or a more 
salutary one never appealed to patriots.

Death of Young Henry Clav. — An 
other victim to disease contracted in this un- 
natural war is announced this morning un- 
der our obituary head. Henry Clay, the 
grandson of him who was more beloved iu 
this country than any man except George 
Washington, and the son of him who gave up 
bis life on the tield of Bucna Vista in main- 
taining the honor of his country, died yester- 
day of typhoid fever contracted in the camp, 
whero ho had served with distinguished zoal 
and gallantry as an aide to General R. 
W. Johnson, in putting down tbe insur- 
rection, which bold, bad men, under 
the guise of patriotism, havo forced upon a 
portion of the American people. With all 
the noble impulses of his immediate progeni- 
tors, and deeply imbued with that patriotic 
devotion to the Union which was their distin- 
guishing characteristic, he drew his maiden 
sword when the effort was first mado to force 
Kentucky into tho secession ranks. Disdain- 
iog the circean lures and uninfluenced by the 
specious sophistries which were thrown around 
him to dazzle his judgment, he saw clearly 
the path of duty, and, with all the vigor of his 
young and ardent soul, he entered upon its per- 
formance. His was not a soldier's death upon 
tho battle-field, but his epitaph will be as 
proud a one as if ho had died beneath tbe 
folds of his country's Hag and amid the shock 
of arms. When the sad tidings came from tbe 
far ott plains of Buena Vista that told the fale 
of a beloved son, the Sage of Ashland was 
ulivo to hoar tho intelligence and receive the 
sympathies of sorrowing friends, while the 
knowledge that his child had died the death 
of a patriot brought consolation to his aged 
heart. In the far eff "undiscovered country", 
where ho now learns of the death of his 
grandson, a martyr to the holiest causo in 
which man has ever drawn a sword, 
how will his 6pirit cling to the golden memory 
that another of his descendants has vindicated 
the honor of his nation at tbe expense of his 
life. Glorious grandsire, chivalric son and 
gallant grandchild, how fitted to bear the 
same name and that tho name of Henry Clay! 
Let us thank God that amid treachery and 
deceit and madness there has boon no speck 
upon that loved name, and that Kentucky and 
tbo world can still speak it with pride and 
reverence. 

Negro Schools in Ncrth Carolina — 
The extremists at Washington have begun a 
fire in the rear on Gov. Stanley almost before 
he has reached North Carolina to bring the 
Slate back into the Union fold. It seems that 
on the l'8th ult., Mr. Colyer, the Superintend- 
ent of the poor at Newbern, called on the 
Govornor, and, in the course of conversation, 
alluded to the fact that he had opened 
schools in the town for the whites and blacks. 
The Governor then stated that his right to 
keep a school for the blacks would be question- 
ed, as the laws of the State make the opening 
of such schools a criminal offcnec. He said that 
as tho Governor of North Carolina it was his 
duty to carry out the laws of tho State pre- 
cisely as they wore administered before the 
rebellion. Such wero the instructions he re- 
ceived at Washington. If the question should 
come before him for adjudication he would be 
obliged to djcido against tho continuance of 
such schools. As a man, ho would porhaps 
have dono as Mr. Colyer has done, but in his 
civil capacity it was his duty to act according 
to his instructions from Washington, and ad- 
minister tho laws as ho found them. Mr. Col- 
yer, acting uuder the Governor's suggestions, 
will close these schools. 

The despatches of yesterday represented 
Secretary Stanton as having cancelled this 
action of Gov. Stanly's. We, however, do 
not credit this representation, and shall not 
until wo receive it on better authority. Gov. 
Stanly is wholly right, and tho Secretary, i 
ho has dono what ho is represented as having 
dono, is wholly wrong. The principle involved 
in important.

£3" General Fremont in his Mountain De- 
partment seems to feel himseff very much at 
home, and is pushing his Virginia campaign 
with great vigor. The forced march of a 
hundred miles, by which he overtook Jackson's 
rebel army and drovo it from Stra6burg up the 
valley of tho Shenandoah, has been one of the 
finest strategic movements of the war, and 
developed an amount of onduranco in his 
command which is wonderful. One hundred 
miles in six days were accomplished from 
Franklin over somo of the highest ridges of 
the Blue Mountains to Strasburg, with insuffi- 
cient transportation and no supplies in the 
region through wh'ch he passed. 



eEJ-The New Orleans True Delta some three 
week 8 ago stated that young English, the son 
of Gen. McClcllan's sister, had gone up to 
Corinth to tight for the South, ani that he 
seemod to desire nothing as much as to meet 
in hostile combat his distinguished kinsman. 
The nephew of his uncle found neither light 
nor relative when lie reached Corinth. If he 
wants to see his uncle George he must keep 
out of the company of skedaddling rebels, 
unless he does as the lady advised Tarleton to 
do when he expressed a wish to seo Colonel 
Washington — look back over his shoulder in 
tho next battle. 

eW'All the rebel letter-writers at Corinth 
talked loudly of tho bitter indignation which 
Beauregard's proclamation, embodying a very 
improper order of Gen. Butler, had excited in 
tho minds of the rebel army against the Federal 
invaders. Tho letter-writers represented the 
whole of the Confederate army as clamoring 
for blood and bent on extermination. After 
all, it seems that the rebels were not quite 
furious enough to fight, though sufficiently so 
to run away — the vaunted author of the 
proclamation at the bead of them. 

Our Navy at Nkw Orleans —For some in- 
scrutable reason, tbe Navy Department has thus 
far withheld from the public the official reports of 
the naval officers engaged in the memorable ac- 
tion which led to the capture of New Orleans.

We think the reason is far, very far, from 
being inscrutable; our navy has other work to 
do, other points to reduce, and other movements 
to effect, so that it would ba highly impolitic 
to explain its mode of working until its entire 
task is accomplished. 

•WTho rebels in front of Richmond have 
had an opportunity of learning whether the 
Federal troops will fight or not. Gen. Mc- 
Clellan says that several brilliant bayonet 
charges were made by our men, and th it the 
rebels, although they stocd fire very well, 
fled in every case before the cold stcol.

THE GREAT BiTTLE BEFORE RICHMOND— THE 
GREAT VICTORY OF OUR FORCES ON SUN- 
DAY. 

Field of Battle Before Rciimomi), ) 
Sunday A. H , June 1, 1862. j 

A battle before Richmond bas at last put to 
the test the rebsl boast as to what tbev would do 
with General McClellan's army when they should 
get it bevond the protection of the gunboats. 
Though the advantage of a sudden movement 
agai sBt Ihe weakest print in our lines gave the 
enemy a temporary success, the tiual result has 
not been such as to afford encouragement to their 
disheartened and demoralized troops, or occasion 
any fears as to our ultimate possession of tho 
rebel capital. 

The attack commenced Shortly bofbro one 
o'clock on Saturday, on the left wing of the ar- 
my, on the further or south ride of the Chicka- 
hominy, where the advance position was held by 
the divirion of Gon. Casey, much the weakest in 
the army, composed almost entirely of raw regi 
ments, and reduced by disease to an effective force 
of some 6,000 men. 

THE POSITION HKLIr BV OEN. e'ASEY 

Was on the Williamsburg stage road, witbin six 
or seven miles of Richmond, and on a line »o ex 
tended at the front that the troops required to 
maintain p'eket gu rds of sufficient strength, rru- 
king no sli<ht draft on his weakened forces. The 
right of the line was held by bis first brigade, 
under Gen. H. M. Naulee, as brive and vigilant 
an officer as is to be f innd in the army of the 
Potomac. Gen. Naglee's pickets extended acrosr 
the railroad (running parallel lo the Williams- 
burg road, about a mile to the right) to near the 
sixth mile post from Richmond, and so on further 
to the tight and a little to the rear until witbin u 
short distance ef a point on the Chickabominy, 
where Gen. Sumner had thrown a bridge across 
tho stream, and was hourly expected to cross to 
complete the line of pickets to the river. 

The centre of Gen. Casey's p*>sition, held by 
the Second Brigade (Gen. Wassell's, formerly 
Gen. Reims'), extended from Gon. Naglee's lines 
to the left a short distance across the Williarrs 
burg road, where it joined tie "Thirl Brigado 
(Gon. Palmer's), stretcning some distance further 
to the left, ard j ining the lines of Gen. Cnucb, 
who guarded the left flank, the main portion of 
bis forco being a short distance to the rear of 
Casey, on tbe Williamsburg road. 

THE NATURE OF THE OROUND. 

The position occupied by Ihe main body of these 
two divisions was a clearing of ubout one mile 
square, surrounded on the left and front by a belt 
of forest, in which Gen. Casey 's pickets were eta 
tinned. Oa the right a wot iled swamp divided 
the clearing from a similar oponing in Ibe. forest 
along tire railroad, which, was occupied by Gen. 
Nagiee, with bis brigade. Just beyood the woods 
to the front were similar clearings with woods on 
their further side, where the rebels lay conceahil, 
their pitkols occupying the *il;eof the forest. 0 , 
and separated from onr pickets by the width ol 
tbe fields, forming a sort of reutrul ground be- 
tween the two armier, ov.r which each kept close 
watch lest his nergbt or should take posse3sii n. 
Tbe posi ion of General Casey and olher Gen- 
erab, the nature of the ground, etc., willbsmade 
clear by reference to the map. 

THE EN KM V RECONNOITRING. 

Step by step Gen. Casey has pressed on to this 
point, overcoming ruch opposition as met him, 
until it became evident that tbe rebels bad 
reached tho limit of their retreat, and further 
advance could not be ventured without the risk 
of a general engagement, for which the plans 
were Dot yet ripe. Our proximity to Ihe rebels 
was evidently annoying to them, and on Thurs- 
day, atd again on Friday, they made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt, with a force of a few hundred, 
to drive in the pickets and discover what mis- 
chief was plotting behind the belt of woods shel- 
ering Gen. Casey from their view. Their al- 
ack was resolutely met by the pickets, who fell 
back on th« reserves and held their ground, de- 
feating tbe purpose of the enemy. 

Meanwhile G*n. Casey was actively at work 
securing his position, a large force of men being 
busy, rrnder the tkilfrrl direction of Lieu'. B. W. 
West, of bis staff, digging rifle pits and felling 
trees for abattis. A similar line of defensive 
works bad been commenced and partially comple- 
ted at Gen. Casey's former position, at the Seven 
Pines, three miles further to the rear, and just 
back of these was a line of earthworks, constn.< - 
ed bv Gen. Couch, and more carefully finished. 

Failing in the two attempts to gather informa- 
tion by forcing back General Casey's picket is, the 
rebels appuently resolved upon an advance in 
force agarust the left wing of the army, doubtless 
determined to drive it beyond tbe Chickabominy, 
should the opportunity oifsr, and put themselves 
i« poei'ion to turn General McClellan's left 
flank. 

THE STORM ON ritlDAV NIUIIT. 

During tho aftornoon of Fridaj*, a terrific thun- 
der storm arose, continuing through most of tbe 
night with uninterrupted severity, dnlugrng tho 
earth with rain, converting the spongy soil into 
a nearly impassable bog, and raising the waters 
of the Chickahomioy so as to carry away one of 
two bridgee Geueral Sumner had prepare! for bit 
passage, and somewhat disturb the foundations of 
he other. 

The broad shsets of lightr iog that night and 
the camp tires if mm ml srra, gleaming in lbs 
pitoby darkne.°s, seemed to illuminate our prsi- 
ion, and may possibly have assisted the rebuts in 
getting an idea of tbe bearing of things. Just 
before the storm had reached its fury there was 
some skirmishing by the artillery on both sides. 
This commenced again in the morning, several 
shots flying over our camp, indicating that Ihe 
rebels had in some way g lined a more correct idea 
of our position. 

THE ATTACK ON SA1URLAV. 

Shortly after noon the grard attack commenced, 
Gen. Casey's pickets being driven in all along the 
front, after a spirited rce-lrtance, the rebels ad- 
ancing in fores alrrg three roads— the Williams- 
burg road to our lef', the railroad in the csntre, 
and the "Nine mile Koad, " as it is called, on the 
right. With his foeble division greatly weakened 
by extensinr, Gun. Casey had no back bone to 
i ppose to this suddon attack. But no thought of 
yielding his (round entered Ihe mind of the old 
soldier, scarred with the wounds of Mexico and 
disciplined to danger by a hundred fights. His 
Iroope were immediately formed into nositicn, Ihe 
three brigades miintaining their relative positions 
on tbe right, left, and centre, and as thorough 
preparations were made for resisting the attack as 
te suddenness would admit of. Regan's New 
York battery was stationed just to the rieht of 
the Williamsburg road. Bates' battery of Napo- 
leon guns further to Ihe left across the road, and 
Fitch's bitlery three or fonr hundred yards lo tbe 
rear, the last sending i's shell over "the heads of 
our troops at tho enemy bevond. The fourth bat- 
tery was near the railroad further to the right. 

The vigor with which the enemy pressed for- 
ward to the attack indicated tho confitler ce of su- 
perior strength. A battalion of two regiments 
pressed against Gen. Nagiee on the right, anoth- 
er foil on Gen Wassell on tbs centre, and a 
third on (ion. Palmer on the left, ponring in a lire 
at once hot and heavy, and advancing with great 
resolution in face oMIre steady fire of canister 
ard grape from the guns in front, and shell from 
those further to the rear, inowiog down their 
ranks in all direc ions. The rebels bad but Utile 
artillery, and were evidently disposed to make 
good the delicioncy by piessing to close quarters 
with their superior foice to bear down at once by 
weight of numbers the feeble skeleton regiments 
of three and four thousand men who composed 
the advanced division. 

Host of Gen. Casey's troops were thrown for- 
ward to the edge of the woods in front of his po- 
sition, to meet tbe advance of the rebels, a few 
regiments being left behind Ihe partially comple- 
ted rifle-pits, a short dittixce to tbe rear. Thus a 
division, nearly new to warfare, was suddenly ex- 
posed, in an open field, to tbe heaviest of fire, 
from an enemy covered lo a considerable extent 
by the woods through which they were advanc- 
ing. Terribly the tempest raged, tho air almost 
growing thick witn musket balli; officer after 
officer fell, or was borne from the field a \vouid«d 
man; tbe men dropped by scores, and the usual 
number of weak-j linted ones were falling to the 
rear. But in spile of tbe rapid thinning of their 
ranks, the regiments generally held their ground 
until tbe enemy succeeded in rushing around on 
the left flat k, and poured in an enfilading fire from 
that direction, against which tbe rifle-pits were 
no protection. The sixty rounds of ammunition 
with which they entered the fight were nearly 
exhausted and no more was at hand. 

ARRIVAL OF REIN FOF CEMENTS. 

Meantime one of Gen. Cruch's brigades, com- 
manded by Gen. Abercrombie, was ordered up to 
the support ef Gen. Nagiee on tho right, General 
I sevens, of the same division, suitaining General 
Wassell on the centre, and Gen. Peck, with the 
remaining brigade, supporting Gen. Palmer on 
the left. When General Casey's troops were 
forced to give way, tbe rebels fell on these brigades 
of Couch's division, who disputed every inch cf 
ground, until sustained by General Kearney, 
pressing up the Williamsburg road with reinforce- 
ment - to meet them, supported by the division of 
General Hooker in his rear. Pressing rapidly 
forward, General Knarney advanced along the 
Williamsburg road to within a short distance of 
oor original position, where he bivouacked for the 
night in front of the enemy. 

It waa along this Williamsburg road that the 
main attack was made, and here our troops were 
forced back for half a mile or more, before tbe ar 
rival of Gen. Heinlzleman's corps, tbe feeble 
brigades of Casey's division, averaging less than 
2,000 men, being completely broken up, many, if 
not most of the officers killed, wounded, or mis- 
sing, and the privates acUtered through the woods 
and along the road. Bravely and well did Gen. 
'lasey do h ; .s duty, pressing on to the extremo 
front and cheerir.g on his men, rogardtesa of the 
storm of fire and hail that raged about him, cut 
ting down his officers on all sides, but strangely 
escaping bis own person. Bravely and well did 
most of bis officers stand by him, until, one after 
another, they were borne from the fiejd dead or 
wounded. 

THE LOSS OF ARTILLERY. 

Col. Bailsy, Chief of Artillery, was shot early 
in the afternoon, tbe bill striking him in the head 
causing his death after a short period i f insen- 
sibility. Major Van Vaultonberg, the second in 
command of the 1st New York artillery, was 
killed; Adjutant Wm. Ramsey wounded, " while 
every battery but one lost its quota of men, and 

me of tbem lost nearly all their horses. Bates's 
battery of Napoleon guns — 12 pound brass pieces 
— which was to tbe front, tbus deprived of loco- 
motion and stuck fast in the mud, was left behind 
in the retirement of our troops, but not until 
Gen. Nagiee had taken it upon himrself to see that 
several of the pieces wire spiked. In addition to 
this, tbe 3 inch Parrott gun of battery H was 
disabled by a shot, and fell i >to the hands of tbe 
enemy. The Pennsylvania reserve battery, of 
Couch's divisicn, al.-o lost one of their guns — 
these eight pieces of ordnance constituting our en- 
lire loss, so far as I could learn. We can better 
afford to spare the pieces than we can afford lo 
have the rebeli profit by their gain. They show 
every indication of being much in want of artil - 
lery, and the need is evidently s imnlating I hair 
efforts to profit by the chances of war to possess 
themselves of our guns. 

GEN. SUMNER'S AlrVANCK. 



ing bis troops across the Cbic'eahominy, and was 
advancing on tho right to maintain our position 
there, wbere less grcund had been lost. Afior 
several days of labor, Geo. Samner h id thrown 
two bridges serosa the croek between Bottom's 
Bridge and New Bridge, where li c il reports held 
it to be impossible to find any foundation for piles 
to support the superstructures. One of these 
bridges was some two mites above Bottom's 
Bridge, the other a mile further up Ihe stream. 
The lower of these was carried away during tho 
heavy storm of Friday night, and Gen. Sumner 
was obliged to depend upon k single shaky 
structure for the pa sage of his troops, who nearly 
all, howover, succeeded in crossing that night, 
the bead of tbe column reaching tho Nine mile 
Road, along which tho rebels wiro pressing our 
troops, at about seven o'clock, holding the enemy 
in ch'ck for the night, preventing them from 
following up in that direction the advantage they 
bad gaint d during I he day. 

THE FIGHT OF SUNDAY. 

Flushed with tbeir seeming victory of Saturday 
I bo rebels awoke with confidence on Sunday, to 
follow up their movements, sure of driving us this 
time lo the Chickabominy and beyond. But they 
had raado tho uuf irtunate mistake if estimating 
tho strength of our reserves, by the weakness of 
our advaccs. Most bitterly did they pay for their 
mistake. Pressing eagerly forward with confi- 
dence of victory, they were met by the trained 
troops of lleintzolman and Su nner, whose un- 
yielding columns checked their tierce assaults 
turning tbe tidoof battle everywhere against them 
and forcing them at the point of the bayonet on 
toward Richmond. It was their turn now to break 
and run, and their losses of the Sabbat h left them 
little cause for r»j ricing over the trifling gain 
of Saturday. 'terribly did the rebel i suffer on 
this, as well as the previous day, from the well- 
directed fire of our artillery, piling the ground 
with the slain. Terrible al-o to them were tbe 
frequent charges of our solid columns, pressing 
them back, step by step, to the last point of en- 
durance, when they broko and rui, iogloriouslv 
leaving behind them many of their men and offi- 
cers, as well as privates, pri-oners in our bv ds 
Ihe number of these it is not possible to ascer- 
tain, several days necessarily elapsing after every 
engagement beft ri a full inventory can bo taken.

Mr. Meyer offered a resolution that tho citizens 
of this State who have expatriated themselves 
ought not lo be permitted to vote at any future 
election unless restored to citizenship by proper 
legislation; also that an ordnsnce should be 
pissed defining the crime of conspiracy against 
tbe Government of this State, and of providing for 
the proper punishment of such Crimea by tine and 
imprisonment. 

Mr. Pomeroy offered a bill punishing by fine 
and imprieonmont any person or persons who shall 
hereafter wilfully disturb any court of record in 
this State while the same i ■ in session. Referred 
to the Committee on Consti*ution. 

Mr McKerran, from the Committee on Elections 
and Elective Francbiie, roporteal three bill", which 
are as follow*: 

First — s\ bill to continue the presout Mn i < f 
the State in office until 186-1. 

Second — A bill repealing certain ordinance*, 
submitting action of the Committee to the people. 

Third — A bill difiniDg the i|tialiucatiuns of vo- 
ters in the State of Missouri. 

Thi.' last bill provides that no penon who has, 
since the 1st of Augus*, 1 I taken up arms 
against, tbe United Sta'es, or given aid and com- 
fort to th»ae engaged in rebellion, shall ba allowed 
to bold office of profit or trust in tbis State, or 
vote at anv eUciion, from and after the passage 
of this ordinance prnvidad, that the members of 
the Gsneral Assembly may repeal any part of said 
ordinance in reference to such pojition whenever 
they may in their discre'iou think propsr. 
No person shall voto at any election hereafter 
who shall not t«ke an oath to support the ConUi- 
tution of the United Statu, and tha Provisional 
Government of Missouri, and that be has never 
taken up arms or given aid in behalf of the ene- 
mies of the Government. Any Jujgo of election 
allowing any, voter lo vote without first tuking 
this oath shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one huodred dollars nor more lhan one thou- 
sand dollars or by two months' imprisonment in 
the county jail. 

The ninth section of the bill provides than any 
qualified eb Cor of tbis Stale.whu has been induced 
to w.xge war against tbe Uuited States through 
fraudulent representations or from supposed obli- 
gations of duty or Irom duress, wbo shall re- 
nounce bis allegiance and fidelity to ex Governor 
Jackson and tbe so-called Southern Confederacy, 
shall bo allowed to vote after taking an oalb that 
he abjures all allegiance to ex-Governor Jackson 
and the so called Southern Confederacy, and that 
he will support Ihe Con. tituiinn of the United 
States and the const i'ution of Missouri. 

Mr. Powell, a member of the same committee, 
iitroduced a suhetitute for the last bill postponing 
the election in August, providing that the variou-r 
otli:urs lo be elected at tbs coming election shall 
b* appointed by the Governor. 

Ibe several bills were orderei to ba printed, 
an ) were made tbe special order of tho day for 
to morrow ul one o'clock P. M. 

The friend] of gradual emancipation are can- 
ra| ing the sch-mo with consiJerable energy.

The Y ankees stubbornly cintested evory inch 
of the ground while giving way bof ire the imp(- 
tious coarges of our soldisrs. Large numbers of 
Confederate soldiers are wounded iu the arms and 

legs. 

Gen Rhodes is slightly wounded. 
Tho enemy tried to make a 'I ink movement 
stout 7 o'clock in (ho evening, but were renuls'd. 

Oil Sunday tbe battle was ret. ewe I. c jietlv with 
musketry. 
Gen. Hatlon, of Tennessee, is killed. 
The carnage tn both sides was dreadful, the 
Y'ankoes losing two to our one. 

About five hundred prisoners have already bsen 
taken. 

The last despatch, sent on the 1st, says the la- 
test intelligence from the Initio field represents 
that tho enemy have been driven back a mile and 
a half from bis position, our forces occupying his 
camp. 

We captured three batteries after most desper- 
ate fighting. 

Tho enemy were protected by wood entrench- 
ments. 

Vick burg city papers of the 1st say that eleven 
F'ederal gunboats have gone down the river. They 
say the fieot is no nearer in possession of tbe city 
than it, was two weeks ag", and that insurmount- 
able obstacles encountered below Vicksburg has 
caused diss itisfaclion among the Yank so troop', 
compelling tbo commander.) to fall Lack to reor- 
ganize their forces. 

Mississippi Fi.otii.la, Juno 4 
Tho bombardment of tho fo t commenced oarlv 
seiterday, and contiuued all day, eliciting a brisk 
cannonade from the enemy. The shells i f tbe 
latter were quite accurately aimed, but failed to 
d > any duni-igo. 

At six o'clock la it evening thres federal rams 
went down the liver lo reconnoilre. They were 
fired on several times after p issing Craighead 
Point, but all returned uninjured. Subsequently 
the rebel boat Jeff.

Mo?i.ellam's Dei'Artmkmt,> 
Thursday, June 5. f 
I here bas been a severe storm since Tussday 
which lasted until the whole of yesterday. Tbe 
Cbtckahominy rose lo an unprecedsnted height. 
The trains from tho White House to the battle- 
field were detained and the telegraph lines pros- 
trated. 

All tbe information obtained show that Ihe 
rebels suffered terribly in tho late battle. All 
the carts, furniture cars, omnibuses, &c , were 
mpresoed for carrying tbe dead and wounded 
from the field.

Bat Mat MM not he 
Ta" 1 admire the engineering which dictated 
?h. nation of the intrenchm.ntf, and Ihe line, 
th^upied, bnt that U all that deserves the 
qliiriiteat commendation. ' ' , 

But a eingl. line of goneral fortlflcationa had 
been con-trnc'ed, and these were actually less 
formidable than those thrown Hp by our forces 
last night, aftor occupying a new position. There 
were, beside.! this general line, occasional rid. 
pita, both outside and inside the works, but they 
cuuld have been constructed by three relief de- 
tails in six hours. 

The only fortifications really worthy the name 
were a few point, where batteries were located, 
but these c uld not have resisted ( M Parrott and 
fie re guns h * If an hour. Yet the positions occu- 
pied by the breastworks were capable of being 
strengthened so as tc render ftiem .'most invul- 
nerable to a front attack, and no little difficulty 
would have been experienced in clanking the posi- 
tion, either on the right or left. 

The woika were on the brow of a ridge, consid- 
erably higher than any in Iho surrounding coun- 
try, and at the foot of it waa a ravine, correspond- 
ingly deep. The zigzag dburse of i he line gave 
the defenders the command of all tho feasible ap- 
proaches, and hundreds could have been mowed 
down at every step made bv an availing army, 
even from the imperfect earth banks which had 
been thrown up. 

Had a tight occurred, It must have been de- 
cided by artillery, and in Ibis respect we bad the 
advantage both in number and calibre of our 
guns; but had they improved the advantages 
they possessed, and fortified as men who really 
intended to make a stubborn defence, this superi- 
ority might have been overcome. 

Tne ci nduct I f the rebels is indeed beyond cr m- 
prehonsion; here is a place comroar.ding several 
important railroads; a place the seizure of which 
Baanregtrd confessed lo his celobr.ted despatch 
to Davis would open lo us tho Valley of the 
Misdinsif pi; a podiion capable of ■ stubborn do- 
fance tta Sobistc p >1, and yet soarcely an effort is 
made to fortify it, and its possesaors fly at our ap- 
proach. 

The rebel forces amounted to 80,000 effective 
troops, of all grades — volunteer* for the war, con- 
scripts, and "eight day men." 

Not enough of the Corinthians remained to 
w.lcome us to give me aDy idea of what the mass 
of tbo citizens are like. A few poor persons, the 
druggist referred tr, and lbs Mayor's cletk, and 
two or three wealthy females, were all that wore 
to be found. The piior were nearly 6taryed, and 
were disposed to welcome any change, as it might 
bring relief, tut could Bot add to their suffering. 
They walked cnrioujly around, observing the 
movements of the soldiers, astonished at tho 
comparatively handsome uniform they wore, and 
gratified that the fears they had felt bad not been 
realized. The wealthy females lookud from the 
windows of their mansions upon the Union troops, 
affecting the greatest scorn and disdain for the 
Vankeee, who viewed them in return rather in a 
spirit of pity than revenge. 

Important Recoksoksancb rp Pkari. Kivbb. 
The New York Sun's correspondent writea thus 
from New Orleans on the 2'2d ult.. 

The steamer Westfield, Clifton, and Jackson, in 
company with the Bechem, a gunboat doing sur- 
veying outy, have made a reoonnoissance op 
Pearl river, in eenrch of rebel gunboats. The 
enemy have several well equipped boats, which 
have taken refuge since the evacuation of Fort 
Pike and the occupation of Lake Ponctiartrain by 
our naval forces in the deep waters of Pearl river. 
That these boats are well manotd and heavilr 
armed, waa shown by the resistance thoy made 
more than a mooth ago in an engagement with 
the New Orleans and Jackson at Pa a Christian. 
Pe:irl river now furnishes tho only hiding pi; c 3. 

On accouut of the narrowness of the river, the 
tbreo large 1 i r , I steamers could not ascend 
the stream mere than a short distance from ils 
mouth. Commander Kenshaw of the Wesifield 
and several offioers from the Clifton and Jackson 
went ou board the Sachem, and continued their 
progress up the river. They passed by several 
saw mill* and small lettlements, admiring the 
fertile fields and the fine country houses which 
occasionally came in sight. The moat considera- 
ble places which they saw on the banks were the 
villages Pearl City and Pearlington. The inhab- 
itants of the neighborhood lied in terror at the 
approach of the little steamer. 

When they had arrived in the cily of Gaines- 
ville, which is a rettlement of more importance, 
situated abiut 24 miles from the mouth of the 
river, they met the first resistance to their pro- 
gress. A body of men, numbering 175 or 200, 
appeared in the wood*, armed with muskets, and 
began to fire at the boats. Only one shot tr* k 
effec". Mr Alkton, the executive officer of the 
Sachem. w>i wounded in the breast. The Sa- 
chem opened fire on tbo sharpshooters with her 
r 1 1 - 1 gun and two 32'a, and put them to precipi- 
tate flight. It was deemed imprudent to attempt 
further progress, as the Sachem is no match for 
v more than one rebel boat at a time, and a flaet 
of them might bave appeared steaming down the 
river at any moment. The river, although very 
deep for a long distance abave G .inesville, at 
lids point is sn narrow that the Sachem, in turn- 
ing ar onnd, was obliged to run her bow into the 
reeds and bushes which line the banks. She 
joined her con lorts without further molestation, 
and, in company with them, returned to Ship 
Island.

Notwithstanding the war, and the consequent 
dtpreuiou of ail kinds cf business, the Oruer is 
still fl mriihiug, and is steadily on the increase. 

Bevival or Foreign Emigration. — A letter 
from Ireland, dated Dublin, May 7th, says: 

Notwithstanding Ihe disheartening Intelligence 
daily received from America, the peasantry are 
still emigrating to that country. On Tuesday a 
large number of people frrm Listowel and its 
neighborhood passed through Tralee en routo 
for America. Thev appeared a fine, healthy- 
looking people, and likely to succeed in Ihe la- 
bor market of the new world. T he Western 
(Connaught) Star writes: ''Already the exedou 
has commenced. Number* of the peasantry 
leave for America by every packet, and a large 
proportion of the pa: sages are paid on the other 
side. We continue to receive numerous irquiries 
from small farmers and other, anxious to proceed 
to Queensland or British Columbia. The appli- 
cant, for freo omigiation are greatly on the in 
crease." 

Thus the great Irish exodus pre coeds steadily 
through good rqnrt and through evil report, and 
it will evidently continue until ibe whole abcrig- 
inal race shrill have passed away from the land of 
its rativily, to seek a happior destiny in other 
climes. In the midst of the war last summer we 
predicted that its effect would be to stimulate the 
increase cf the foreign Immigration, becauM of 
the conspicuous bravery and good fortune of some 
of the Irish < fficers in the war, and of the scarcity 
of laborers all over the North since the large 
• number required for the army was taken away. 
Fiom the tenor (f the above it will be seen that 
all the efforts used by the F.nglish Government 
to induce the Irish to go to the British colonies 
are of little avail against the superior attrac- 
tions of the great republic, where the Irishman is 
on an equality with everybody eLie, may be his 
own lanulord and master generally, and has not 
to contend with a great landed aristocracy.

(From the Country Gentleman and Cultivator. I 
How to Raisb Sheef Profitably.— 
Well, as wool is tip and a grist many inquiries 
arc made as to how to make the most wool 
and mutton, I will eay that my plan would 
be to put from three to five good Cotswold 
bucks with one hundred ewes, ami let them 
run with the ewes all the timo. Let them 
have good bluo Rrass, timothy, clover, or nny 
othor kind of grass; let them bavo plenty of 
good water and well salted. In addition I 
would say, about the last of November or 
first of December, early every morning, I 
would give them half an car of corn each, tho 
ears broken in two and scattered about on tho 
grass so that they all can got to it, as they 
will pick overy grain up except on muddy or 
rainy mornings. I would continue tho feed- 
ing until spring. You will find that it will 
pay, both in wool and roultoo. At the be- 
ginning of winter I would baTe shelter of 
some kind near my house, so that tho weak 
lambs conld bo cared for. If there should be 
any weak ewes with twin lambs, have a lot of 
early rye or wheat and turn them into it, nnd 
givo them corn and shelter as tho others have. 
The lots shonld be of bluo grass or timothy, 
so that they would be dry and comfortablo for 
them to slocp on during the night, except it 
should bo taining or snowing — then put them 
nnder Bhelter. During very cold, dry, windy 
weather, give plenty hay and oats in tho straw. 
If yon have no tiny, oats, good wheat 

Etraw or rye or oat straw will do very well, as 
they will cat it in cold dry woathor, but in wet 
rainy wcathor tbay will not touch it. Be sure 
that in cold dry days they havo water every 
day. 

The sheep should be turned out oWhe lots 
they stay in of nights, into an adjoining blue 
grass pasture, and brought up every niRht. By 
having a few bell* on tbcm they will soon learn 
to come np of themselves to thoir lots. 

My plan for shelters would bo to have a 
plank fence or post and rail, on tho north sido 
of the lots they stay in of nights. Then I 
would set up common rails ten or twelve feet 
long, one end on the ground and the other ex- 
tending to the topcf the fence; then tnke corn, 
stalk fodder, commence at the bottom and go 
up lik.) tho roof of a house ; make it threo or 
four feet thick, and it will keep as well as 
shocks in the field, and will do to feed out in 
spring to cattle. 

I would say this plan fully carried out, 
would bring two litters of lambs every year, 
and would be as good as one litter each yoar, 
and I think you wonld have more twin lambs 
every time and be as apt to raise them and 
your sheep better from the caro in keeping. 
Try it. 

Now for nv experience for a few years back. 
Since I have been keeping two or three bucks, 
I found some of my owes had two litters a year, 
and they increase more every year, and last 
year the most of my flock had two litters, ana 
they appear to do as well and grow as well as 
when they had but one litter a year. If I am 
correct, this will be a fast way of getting along 
with sheep. I would say that to commence, I 
would as soon havo one half good healthy 
mountain ewes, as I find they havo the earliest 
lambs. I think tho Cotswold would bo more 
likely to bring this result than any other, as I 
think they arc a hardy race of sheep, producing 
more wool and mutton than any other tlmt I 
know of, and I think more prolific. I notioo 
my thrifty ewes very often take the buck from 
8 to 10 days after dropping their lambs, and 
tho lambs are coming at all seasons of the 
year.

New York, June 5.

In tbe Hon?e of Commons, Mr. Milday asked 
what steps the Government intended to take in 
the case of the steamer Ilermnda seized by a Fed-

The Times says the details of the capture of 
New Orleans place the surrender in a more cr*di- 
table light for its defenders, surrender after such 
a contest as took place being divested of any re- 
proach.

Application or Manures. — Few ques- 
tions have been more frequently discussed by 
farmers than the deptji to which manuro 
should bo buried. Theory as well as practico 
in selation to this point has varied widely. 
One rban holds that the great point is to guard 
against the waste of manures by exposure to 
the atmosphere, and that there is no dnngorof 
loss by liearhirfg. In a discussion at tho Stab.' 
House la"t winter, one speaker went so far at| 
to say that no fertilizing clement could ba car- 
ried by water through six inches of 6and. 
Oihcrs take the position tbat manures lose 
nothing by exposure to the ais, and that they 
may ba sirup)/ spread on the surface of the 
ground, with a certainty that the soil and 
crops will ultimately receive tho full benefit of 
them. 

Heretofore wo bavo had but little positive 
evidence in regard to these points — the advo- 
cates of different theories and methods reason- 
ing rather from general observation than from 
actual results of experience. As a means of 
settling some of the questions in which the 
subject is involved, the Massachusetts Society 
for Promoting Agriculture offered, in 1850, 
premiums for a series of experiments, the pro- 
gramme of which was published in many of 
the agricultural pspers The litt has since been 
continued from year to year. The basis laid 
down for the experiments was this: 

Five lots of land of equal quantity and qual- 
ity were to be selected; each of the tiva lots 
were to receive a deep ploughing, a shallow 
ploughing, and a harrowing; the only differ- 
ent 3 being that, on lot No. I, the manure was 
to bi ploughed in deer) — which is understood 
to mean as deep as it cculd be conveniently 
dono by the plough; on lot No. '.', ploughed in 
shallow; on lot No. 8, buried only slightly — 
say by harrowing; on lot No. 4, left on the 
8urlace. An equal quantity and quality of 
manuro was to be applied to each of these four 
lots, but lot No. 5 wa. to be left without any 
manuro. Common bm-n-yard manuro was to 
be used, and the different lots planted to In- 
dian corn. The character of the weather, as 
to moisture, was to b« noted. 

Ia the transaction, of the Society for the 
post year we have a .ummary of the general 
results of the experiments of the first year, 
the number of entries being thirteen. It ap- 
pears that the plots deeply manured produced

Tha ioferoaco from those results is that ma- 
nuro slightly buried produced th« best cropi — the 
returns being better from the lots where tho ma- 
nure was cither ploughed in Bhallow or harrowed 
in, than from those where it whs ploughed in 
deep or left on the surface — though tho results 
from the latter wero better than from the deep 
burying. But it shonld be borne in mind that 
these aro only the results of one season, and 
that tho produco of the same lots must bo com- 
pared iu several succeeding yours heforo wo 
can assume that the advantages of either deep 
or shallow manuring are demonstrated. In 
regard to the experiments, it is observed that 
"in order to have a completely satisfactory re- 
sult, sufficient manure, say not k-« than ten 
or twelve cords of ham-yard manure, or its 
equivalent, should be applied to the acre; 
enough, at all events, to havo the effects of it 
felt during tho period of tho trial." 

Some mala in the application of manures by 
the late B. V. French, of Braintree, aro al- 
luded to. In ploughing a piece of swaid 
ground, he ploughed in manure at the rate of 
about ten cord-i to the acre nn a portion of it. 
It was green, strong manure, just from the 
stable, and bo look much pains to have 
placed in the furrow, so that it shonld be fairly 
bnrk'd to the d.'pth which the plough ran, 
which was not less than eight inches. Wo 
can state these points with some particularity, 
as wo havo often heard Mr. French ebsoribo 
the experiment, and have been with him over 
the field whero it was made. A- we have said, 
it was on only a part of the field that the 
manure was put in the furrows. After it was 
all ploughed, it was ell manum! alike and 
tho manure workoed in slightly. Nr.no of the 
succeeding crops for several years showed any 
advantage in fovor of the part where manur 
was put in the furrows, and Mr. French usud 
to say that he believed the manure which was 
thus depositee!, "was as completely lost as if 
it bad been dropped into tho dock at the end 
of Long Wharf." 

The soil In this case was rather cold, and for 
a considerable portion of tho year, too, wet 
The space at the bottoms of the furrows formed 
channel* for draniage, and the water coming 
into immediato contact with the manure prob- 
ably carried off its soluble elements.
